Despite unfmorabte weather condi- 


tions, a surprisingly heavy vote had 
been polled up to 3 oYlock Tuesday 
afternoon not only in the city of Co- 
shoctoii but thruout thf" county.

picture gallery on Kenilworth-ay did 
not open until after the proper time. 
—The presiding judge, Mrs. Frank A. 
Webb, notified tho election board of- 
fice that she had not enough assist- 
ants and voters were standing around 
waiting for the polls to open. Enough 
judges and clerks were' rounded up to 
fill all the vacancies, and the casting 
of ballots started with a rush. Some 
of the other precincts lacked one or 
moro officials but the polls opened on 
schedule time.

R. COLBY'S announcement that he is on the way to recog- 
nizing Mexico has surprised Washington considerably. It 


was expected that we would await the inauguration of Obregon 
and get a more definite idea of what Mexico intended to do 
about oil. 
To any one who reads Mr. Pesqueira's letter, however, the 


action of the secretary of state is understandable. 
The new 


Mexican envoy makes some peculiarly satisfying statements. 
He asserts that Mexico is entirely pacified and that she proposes 
to remain so. He pledges her to full international responsibility, 
and promises that foreign investors will be treated justly. 


All this, as Mr. Colby states, comes voluntarily. It tallies 


with reports coming from Mexico herself. Something has hap- 
pened there. The new government has always been character- 


-i"' 
ized by a frankness and tactfulness pleasantly in contrast with 
the Carranza attitude. Apparently it has carried out its early 
promises as they affected its own people. 
Mexican factions 


eeem to have disappeared. Even Villa has been quiet since his 
(surprising surrender. 
If there has not been a satisfactory agreement with oil men 
there has been a more encouraging outlook than formerly for 
such an agreement. 
Mr. Colby, in moving toward recognition, 


simply registers the confidence which half a year of surprising 
tranquillity has engendered. Huerta arid Obrogon have given 
'no dramatic proof of their solidity. Their strength has been 
that none was needed. They assumed control of a weary and 
disrupted country. They faced the prospect of new revolutions, 
"of social unrest. They have dealt with Mexico liberally and 
Shave experienced little violent opposition.

quickened its heart beat. Neither party has offered a construc- 
tive program proportionate to the needs and problems) of the 
hour. It has been a campaign of evasion and subterfuge, of com- 
promise and inconsistency, of cynicism and sordidness. • 
The League of Nations, which was to have been the great 


issue, has served to cement an ungodly alliance between the re- 
actionary and the progressive wings of each party, but as elec- 
tion day approaches it has become certain that the question will 
be settled, no matter who is elected, by a compromise in the Sen- 
ate. Yet Harding leads among the gamblers by at least seven 
to one.The reasons for the strength of Harding, which has not 
been and cannot possibly be, worn down by the last-minute re- 
action in favor of his opponent, are numerous but not coherent. 
Mr. Harding and his party have not made a positive appeal so 
much as Mr. Cox and his party have made a negative appeal. 
The Progressive support which went to Mr. Wilson in 1916 


has been largely alienated by Palmer and Burleson and the 
stupid reaction which they represent; the Treaty of Versailles 
made enemies of others who were disillusiond because Mr. Wil- 
son did not bring home the plan for a complete terrestrial para- 
dise; the covenant of the League of Nations outraged many a 
citizen who was for Wilson in 1916 because "he kept us out of 
war"; the extravagance which added enormously to federal 
taxes, for inefficiency which bungled such simple and decent un- 
. dertakings as the rehabilitation of wounded soldiers, and the 
hideous corruption now being revealed in the handling of war 
funds and supplies, have disgusted many more. 


Many intelligent voters will decide for Harding on the cold- 


blooded reasoning that his party has generally been more 
capable, if not necessarily more disinterested, than its opponent. 
The argument is sound, even tho it inspires no one to bleed and 
die, or to do anything more arduous than mark a crot-s on a bal- 
lot. But the principal reason for Harding's election will be that 
the desire for a change has become almost universal. The pub- 
lic is tired, as the old Athenian was, of hearing Aristidcs called 
the Just. The time has come, by common consent, To close the 
book upon the Wilson era and start a new chapter; in the old 
chapter Mr. Wilson may confidently wait for the approval of 
history.

Late Blight Threatens 


Injury 
To Potatoes 


The late blight has passed over 


the potato crop of Ohio, and in many 
fields the tops have been dead and dry 
for a couple of weeks. 


Blighted potatoes should be dug just 


as soon as it is possible to dig them, 
for soft rot usually follows closely 
after the. blight. 


Soft rot is generally present now In 


the earlier and more severely blighted 
fields, but in the majority of the bligh- 
ed areas it is not yet serious owing to 
the dry warm weather now prevail- 
ing. 
A heavy rain, however, will 


quickly change this situation, for this 
will wash the blight spores, present 
in tremendous numbers on the diseas- 
ed vines, down through the soil and 
into the tubers. A heavy rain -with 
the potatoes still in the ground will 
result iii emmensc losses from soft rot. 


Potatoes from blighted fields must 


be given special care after digging/ 
for If they are carelessly handled the 
rot will quickly cause a total loss. 
They must bo thoroughly dried before 
sacking or,piling, and carefully sort- 
ed if there is any rot present. 


If these potatoes must be stored, 


the storage place should be dry.
